Claim 7 is allowed because the prior art whether individually or in combination does not 
teach a headband protrusion having opposing ends with one end attached to the middle of the 
vertical portion in combination with all other features as claimed in claim 7. Claim 8 is allowed 
because the prior art whether individually or in combination does not suggest a hollow pouch 
having an open end and opposing sides removably enclosing the light source with one of the 
opposing sides of the pouch attached to a middle of a belt in combination with all other features 
as claimed in claim 8. Claim 10 is allowed because the prior art whether individually or in 
combination does not suggest a hollow pouch having an open end and opposing sides with one of 
the opposing sides of the pouch attached to a middle of a belt, a light source removably enclosed 
by the pouch, a light transmitter having opposing ends with one end connected to the light source 
and the opposing end of the light transmitter connected to a lens assembly attached to the front of 
the headband. Claims 1 1 to 16 further limit claim 10 and as such are also allowed. Claim 17 is 
allowed because the prior art whether individually or in combination does not teach a belt having 
opposing ends and a middle attached to a cHp, a Hght source removably connected to the middle

of the belt, the light source removably connected by one of the connectors to an end of a fiber 


optic cable, a lens assembly removably connected by one of the connectors to the opposing end 

of the fiber optic cable with the lens assembly attached to the fi-ont of the headband in 

combination with all other features as claimed in claim 17. Claims 1 8 to 20 further limit claim 

17 and as such are also allowed.
